j the anti--lynching bill 

It would do no good to attempt 
to conceal the disappointment 
which great numbers of Ameri- 
cans. both black and white, feel 
over the failure of the Senate 
to pass the Wagner Van Nuys 
Anti Lynching Bill. The dis- 
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appointment is all ^he more 

keenly felt because the bill was 
defeated not by an adverse 
vote of a majority of the mem 
bers of the upper house, but by 
the obstructive tatics of a little 
group of Senators, mostly from 
the south, covertly aided and 
abetted by a substantial number 
of northern Republican Senators 
who thought to embarass the 
administration by placing the 
blame on the Democratic party. 

The debate on the bill for the 
most part consisted of irrevalent 
and fanastic oratorical exhibi- 
tionism that at times degenerat- 
ed into a display of pure ignor- 
ance. If the speeches of cer- 
tain of. the southern Senators 
are indices of the mental nature 
of the political leadership of the 
south, then the south is to be 
pitied and the nation suffers. 

Eminent newspaper corres- 
dents to the contrary notwith- 
standing, a majority 'of the 
American people are opposed to 
mob law and are in favor of a 
federal statute to stamp it out: 
The organized church, organiz- 
ed labor a representative section 
of the southern white press and 
southern womanhood hare time 
and again endorsed a‘ federal 
anti-lynching bill, and petitioned 
for its enactment. And all the 
skillful rationalizing of Mr. 
Arthur Krock, of the Times, and 
others cannot gloss over the 
shameful spectacle presented by 
those representatives of Demo- 
cracy who plead for the “right 
to lynch” their fellow citizens.

General 0, 0. Howard and the 
Northern Missionaries who fol- 
lowed in the wake of the victor 
ioush army to start the begin- 
ning of a better life among the 
benighted Fredmen, whose souls 
needed to be enlightened with 
wisdom from on High, embodied 
the highest expression of philan- 
throphy which the Christian 
centuries have produced. 

George Foster Peabody was a 

pilanthropist in the truest sense 
of the word.

most foolish, most motiveless act 
ever conceived in a diseased 
brain.” 

Darrow said he stepped into 
the case ‘‘to do whatever I 
could for sanity and humanity, 
against the wave of hatred and 
malice that, as ever, was mas- 
querading under its usual nom 
de plume, “justice.” 

Darrow was credited with 
saving the youthful pair from 
death. They were sentenced to 
life on the one charge, plus 99 
years on a second, with a recom- 
mendation that neither be parol- 
ed. 

Darrow was born in Kinsman, 
Ohio., April 18, 1857. His 
father, Amurus Darrow, was a 
cabinetmaker and uhdertaker. 

“My^ father was the village 
infidel,” Darrow once wrote, 
“and gradually came to glory in his reputation.” 

During his teaching da vs, Dar- 
row began the study of law. 

Ohcago first saw Darrow in 
1887. F ron> a soap box orator, 
he became a political spellbinder 
and served two terms as assist1 
ant corporation counsel of 
Chicago, and one term in the 
Illinois House of Representa- 
tives.
